INOXYDISED IrRoN.—-The problem of protecting the surface of iron 
from rust by chemical means has recently received another solution. 
The methods by which this object has been previously affected other 
than, by that of painting, are two—by the application of super-heated 
steam as in the Barff process, and of heated air as in the Bower pro- 
cess. The new process which has been devised by Mr. Ward consists 
in the combined application of silicates and heat, and is termed the 
“inoxydising” process. This is the basis of several subsequent pro- 
cesses for ornamenting the surface of the metal. The inoxydising 
process consists in coating the cast or wrought-iron objects with a 
silicate composition, which is applied either by means of a brush or 
by dipping the iron in a bath of the solution. The coating quickly 
dries upon the objects, which are then passed through a furnace 
heated according to the nature of the articles under treatment. The 
silicate composition is thus fused and absorbed into the pores of the 
metal, becoming homogeneous with it. Upon cooling the articles 
treated are found to be covered with a dull black coating, which, it 
is stated, is found not to suffer change from long exposure to the 
atmosphere, nor to disintegrate or separate from the surfaces to which 
it has become applied. The ornamentation is effected by coating 
and furnacing the articles by the combination of the silicate com 
position with vitrifiable colours. By this means smooth polished 
coloured surfaces are produced upon the iron, which present superior 
and more durable results than those obtainable by ordinary painting 
and varnishing. Judging from a variety of samples, including glass 
and terracotta, which were recently inspected at 16, Queen Victoria- 
street, this process promises well for the purposes of decorative art.

THE DEEPEST COAL PIT IN BRITAIN. 

After six years of patient toil involving a deeper descent into the 
bowels of the earth than has yet been reached by any similar effort, 
the Ashton Moss Colliery Company have, within the past few days, 
achieved the object of their desire —the proving of valuable coal beds 
upon an unworked part of Ashton Moss. Brief accounts of the ope- 
rations conducted by the company have from time to time appeared 
in our columns; the circumstance being notable not only from the 
prospect in view, but also latterly from the extraordinary depth to 
which the shaft has been carried. The company consists of the Earl 
of Stamford and Warrington, Mr. Benjamin Whitworth, M.P., Mr. 
John Greenwood (Manchester), Mr. Joseph Walker (Manchester), 
and Mr. James Wyllie (London). In 1874 the company commenced 
sinking operations with the view of finding the Four-feet Mine, which 
was being worked in other parts of the coalfield. At a depth ot 
450 yards the mine was proved, and several headings were driven by 
way of testing the bed, which, however, was found to be not of sufli- 
cient thickness to be workable. The proprietors did not build their hopes upon 
this mine, and nothing despairing made preparations for sinking a shart 259 yardé 
deeper—in all 700 yards. This depth, greater than that of the Astley Deep Pit, 
having been reached, and not having overtaken any coal of a workable character, 
the engineers, not it will be imagined without some misgivings, directed that 
borings should be taken. Accordingly boring operations were begun, the results 
of which were such that orders were given to sink further. The consummation 
of all this labour, perseverance, and expense was witnessed last Saturday, whea 
just six years after the ground was first broken the workers touched the Grest 
Mine, a seam of coal 6 ft. thick, and lying at a depth of 895 yards from the sut 
face, or 897 yards including the seam itself. At a depth of 950 yards lies the 
Roger Mine, 4 ft. thick, and below this are supposed to exist several workable 
seains of coai, including the Black Mine and the Cannel Mine, both of which are 
got at Ashton. The coal is a house-tire coal, with coxing properties, and is most 
valuable for position—being so near the large centres of population—available 
quantity, and excellence. The field that can be worked by the company is about 
2000 acres in extent, extending from Guide Bridge to Droylsden on one side, 
and on the other from Fairfield to Ashton. A second shaft is now being sunk 
being, indeed, but 200 yards short of the first shaft, and when working operations 
have fairly begun~—which is expected to be in six. months—the mines are calcu 
lated to yield from 1500 to 2000 tons per day, and plant is being put down with

by refraining from effecting contracts, in the hope that by so doing a more 
favourable and advantageous opportunity will hereafter present itself, when 
they will be able to secure their requirements at cheaper prices than those which 
now rule. Not that there can be much hope of buying at any great reduction 
upon current rates, for, as has before been asserted in these columns, prices are 
now extremely moderate, and, therefore, it is unreasonable to expect any great 
concessions. But as business has now to be transacted at such very low limits, 
and with very little profits, it is not surprising that purchasers should retain 
their orders to the very last while there is any chance of lower prices being 
accepted. 

The great question, then, which consumers and shippers have to solve is whe- 
ther it is politic or not to keep back their orders any longer. Considering the 
very few orders, or even enquiries, which sellers now receive, and, under the cir- 
cumstances, the apparent firmness which they display in their quotations, it 
seems evident on this account there is very little desire to do business at any fur- 
ther material fall, and this is not a matter of surprise, since by so doing losses 
would frequently attend the transactions. Again, the toneis strengthened more 
or less by the political news of the week, which shows peace to have been re- 
stored at South Africa, and continental affairs to be going on smoothly and satis- 
factorily, while the existing feeling has also to some extent been buoyed up by 
the continued easiness of the money market. With these favourable features in 
spite of the over production in a few metals it certainly seems risky for operators 
to hold back in making purchases, for the reasons which are above quoted are 
not only sufficient to speedily restore regular trade to its normal condition but 
are also of such an inducing character that they may at any moment stimulate 
speculation, and past experience has shown that when speculation becomes cen- 
tred on any market prices are invariably enhanced far out of proportion to the 
rates which the bona fide demand justifies.

[ron TRADE.—Messrs. BOLLING and Lowe (March 22) write :—It is curious to 
observe how the interest in our branch of trade centres in the prospect of re- 
newed demand from the United States. In considering this question, it mnst 
not be lost sight of that when the demand in 1879 sprang up, the Americans had 
hardly a stock of any kind of material manufactured in the Old World. At the 
present time there are several hundred thousand tons of pig-iron, and old mate- 
rial as well as new steel and iron rails, to draw upon when the renewed demand 
sets in, In looking at the enormous exports for 1880 to the United States from 
this country alone, we may assume that nearly half the quantities are in stock in 
different parts of the States. As regards old iron it is probable a quantity is held 
equal to our own exports, for the whole world has contributed to the demand of 
the United States. Seeing that for some years the United States were able 
almost entirely to dispense with supplies from this side, it is but reasonable to 
suppose they are striving might and main to free themse!ves altogether. Going 
through the items of our exports, we regret that nearly the whole of them re 
present a small quantity of labour, being not much above raw material. It is 
likely they will take yet a good deal of old material and pig-iron, but, as a whole 
we foresee a continued decreasing demand from the United States for the finished 
article, as the mills are increasing their productive capacities,

According to your desire I have inspected this tract of mineral property situate 
in the parishes of Altarnun and St, Oleer, Cornwall.

| Lhave at your request inspected Goodevere Mine, in the parishes of St. Cleey 
and Altarnun, near Liskeard, and beg to hand you the following report thereon 
—The upper adit has been driven from 110 to 120 fms. in a north-easterly direc’ 
tion into a hill which rises rapidly for about 250 or 300 fms. and then slopes 
away to the east, the whole of whichis embraced within the limits of the sett 
| giving an extent of nearly a mile in length, with a considerable width bearing a 
fair proportion to the length, In the first 60 or 70 fms. of the upper or shallow 
| adit the lode is sparry, but in the last 20 fms. driven there is a considerable im- 
provement in its character, owing to the appearance of a larger proportion of 
light coloured peach, which is a favourable matrix for tin, and to the presence 
of tin itself in sufficient quantity for profitable working. In the present end of 
this level the lode is not only of better quality than it has been in any part pre- 
viously driven, but it has also opened to a greater width, being at about midway 
from the back to the bottom ot the level 4 ft. wide, but widening rapidly in going 
down, so that in the foot of the end it is fully 6 ft. wide.

FIRE-PROOF BRATTICE-CLOTH. 

The desirability of fire-proof brattice-cloth is so obvious that is 
scarcely necessary to refer to it, and the new asbestos sheets recently 
invented by Mr. H. W. Jonns, of Brooklyn, appears to be precisely 
the kind of cloth desired. The asbestos sheet consists of a sheet of 
fibrous asbestos having on the surfaces of the sheet a glutinous 
cementing material, so as to hold between the thus cemented and 
fastened outside portions of the sheet a loose porous interior, and 
the combination of this sheet having one or both sides thus cemented, 
with hair felt or other sheet. To make the asbestos sheet according 
to the improvement fibrous or flaked asbestos, alone or mixed with 
wool, cotton, or similar material (the asbestos preferred alone), is de- 
posited to any desired thickness on an apron or sheet ; this asbestos 
is wetted or coated with a glutinous liquid sizing, silicate of soda, 
limewater, or other material which will makethe fibres adhere toone 
another. Tne sheet of asbestos is now turned over and the other side 
treated in the same manner—wetted with glutinous matter, when it 
will be found that the outsides or surfaces of the sheet are firmly 
united together, and that they contain between them a porous or 
loose centre. The glutinous matter may be applied to the two sur- 
faces of the sheet at once by rollers, or otherwise if preferred. The 
sheet thus made is passed, when sufliciently dry, between pressure 
rollers, which will firmly fasten the outer portions of the sheet. 

Although the sheet is thoroughly flexible, it is at the same time 
nearly fire-proof, and according to the materials used can be made at 
almost any price. The exposed surface of the asbestos in the com- 
bined sheet may be sized or left flocky according to the purpose for 
which it is to be used. Another part of the invention consists of an 
asbestos sheet or sheathing, having a coating on one surface of fibrous 
asbestos united to the sheathing by silicate of soda. Pure asbestos 
sheathing (which is made from asbestos pure) is coated on one side 
or surface with silicate of soda, and on the silicate of soda while still 
soft is deposited fibrous asbestos from which impurities have been 
removed ; this may be pressed on the sheathing, part way into the 
silicate of soda, or left as it is deposited, as desired; the silicate of 
soda hardening unitesthe two and gives a compound sheet indestruc- 
tible by fire. The removal of the impurities and dust from the fibrous 
asbestos permits the fibrous asbestos to become more securely fastened 
| to the silicate of soda and thesheathing on which it is deposited, an@
